The common technical feature of the groups is a 
perovskite-type composite metal oxide containing 

• an alkaline earth metal 

• optionally a rare earth element 

• titanium, zirconium, or hafnium 

• optionally a transition metal (excluding rare earth elements, Ti, Zr, Hf, Rh, 
and Hf) 

• rhodium or platinum 

However, this common technical feature is found in WO 03/008095 which teaches a 
perovskite-type composite metal oxide containing barium (an alkaline earth metal), 
zirconium, and rhodium. See first paragraph on page 1 and Example 2 on page 12. 
Therefore, the common special technical feature is not considered to be a special 
technical feature, and thus the groups lack unity.
